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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The following particulars concerning the schools in the several 
districts, will inform you of their condition. 


DISTRICT NO. I. 
Hue McKean, Agent. Miss Saran H. Lawrence, Teacher. 


Though this district has few scholars, and but a brief period of 
instruction, its school was one of the best in town. The instruc- 
tion was thorough, and the pupils made the most of their advan- 
tages. Their scholarly zeal was highly commendable. The 
classes in Geography and United States History, deserve special 
praise. 


DISTRICT NO. IT.. 
Harrison I’. Greens, Agent. Miss Axpnre I. Parren, Teacher. 


The closing examinations of both the terms showed that teacher 
and pupils had been faithful in their work. The class in grammar 
displayed a creditable knowledge of the subject. he classes in 
arithmetic were also good. I consider the classes in reading the 
best in town. 


DISTRICT NO. III? 
Tuomas A. Lang, Acent. Miss L. Anna Wirxtns, Teacher. 


The order maintained in the school was good. The attendance 
was also good; seven ia the summer and ten in the fall terms 
were not absent nor tardy. 

The standard of scholarship is not high, but most of the classes 
recited well. These statements refer to the first two terms. The 
winter term at the time of making this report, is in session. I 
judge that it will be attended with as good results as were mani- 
fest in the others. 
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DISTRICT N@. IV. 


Hosra B. Spanptna and Wo. T. Parker, Agents. Miss EmMoGEne 
Taomas and Miss Appre EK. Saepp, Teachers. 


The summer term of this school was, for reasons not fully known 
to me, not a prosperous one. At its close the number of scholars 
was considerably diminished. Those present, however appeared to 
good advantage. ‘The ciasses in arithmetic, especially that in men- 
tul arithmetic, evinced good progress, and a class in spelling was 
above the average of such classes. 

The winter term is now in session. The scholars appear to be 
interested in their studies, and doubtless the result of their labur 
will be satisfactory. 

During the eight weeks reported, ten scholars were not absent 
one hali-cay. 

‘ae classes in spelling were the best in town. 

The district during the past year has erected a commodious and 
elegant school house, and thus furnished an example worthy of 
imitation to the neighboring districts. 


DISTRICT NO. V. 


Grorce F. Sratprine, Agent. Miss Mary A. Frencn, Teacher. 


The scholars in this district are with one exception quite young. 
Taey have done as well as could be expected. 


DISTRICT No. VI. 
‘Aubert A. Junxins, Agent. Miss M. A. Cioyp, Teacher, 
The standard of scholarship is higher in this school than in any 
other. In both the examinations a marked improvement was ap- 
parent. ‘The recitations of the classes in geography and arithme- 
tie are worthy of special mention. 


* DISTRICT NO. VII. 


Josern Sunpp, Agent. Muss Horrensta MoMruxan, Teacher. 

The school in this district acquitted itself creditably at the 
close of the summer term, The attendance was poor. 

The attendance during the winter term was worse than in the 
previous one. On my last visit to the school, though many schol- 
ars were absent, it passed a fair examination. 


DISTRICT NO. VIII. 


S. R. Barron, Agent. Miss May Emerson and Miss Apsre 
F. Dascomps, Teachers. | 
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The instruction during both terms of this school was good, and 
the scholars apparently profited by it. The examinations were 
creditable to teachers and pupils. 


DISTRICT NO. IX. 


Henry L. McKean, Agent. Miss Lovutsz M. Jonus, Teacher. 


The scholars in this district are quite young but making due 
allowance for this fact, dre in attainments on an equality with the 
rest uf our scholars. Its defective classification was a great hin- 
drance to the progress of the school, and it was not easy for the 
teacher to obviate this difficulty. 

Three young Misses showed that they had made the study of 
geography a business. The attendance was poor. The parents 
should keep their children in school if they desire any satisfactory 
results from the teacher’s labors. Perhaps less effort would be 
necessary to secure regular attendance, if the school-house was 
more inviting. 


DISTRICT ING) 2 


Agent. Miss Annrg G. Kenpatu, Teacher. 


I was not notified that this schdol was in session till within a 
few days of its close. At the time of my visit, the scholars ap- 
peared to have profited by the instruction which they had received. 
I was able to make but one visit to the school in the winter term. 
As the same teacher had charge of both terms, the advancement 
of the pupils was doubtless satisfactory. | 


DISTRICT NO. XI. 


J. L. Bowsrs, Agent. Miss Lizzizr D. Bowrrs, Teacher. 


My only visit to this school was at the commencement of the 
summer term. It then Las ely to be in a prosperous condition. 

In addition to the nine weeks of school reported, there was also 
a private school twenty-six weeks in length. 


DISTRICT NO. XII. 
A. Suattuck, Agent. Miss Mary ‘A, Fierps, Teacher. 


As a whole, this school is backward, though the younger scholars 
are promising. 
The pupils rely too much upon the teacher for assistance; they 
should be stimulated to greater independence.

Warren's series of geographies nas been introduced into the 
schools. The change was not compulsory, but it is desirable that 
those pursuing the study of geography should be provided with 
these text-books soon. 
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While there is in our schools no more important study than 
grammar, to say the least, itappears to receive much less attention 
than is due to it. Scholars, of course, form no proper estimate of 
its value, and teachers are often not sufficiently in earnest to im- 
press this upen them. Those interested in the schools should see 
that more time and labor are devoted to it. 

Our schools show a great deficiency in reading. Many of 
those in the higher classes do not read fluently, and there is lack 
of proper emphasis and expression. This, in my judgment in 
owing largely to the fact that they have passed up from the lower 
classes too rapidly, and have discarded the books of the lower 
grades before they had mastered the words and thoughts contained 
in them, “This desire to enter classes for which the reis not 
proper preparation, is not a laudable ambition, and it should be 
repressed, I cannot urge this too strongly. 

There is great need of punctuality and regularity in attendance. 
It also appears to me that, if the greater portion of the labor 

usually spent in preparation for the examination, were equitably 
distributed through the term, the sehools would thereby be 
benefitted. The scholars should know that their acquisitions are 
made for other purposes than mere show at the examination.
